The announcement, over forty years ago. that the wilow of She-pa-can- 
nab, or Deaf Man, the war chief of Osage Village, then an aged woman live

The mouth of the Wabash, of the youthful pioneer's mental pic- , 


turing, was a town of houses and people; the place in reality was 
without either, Tt presented nothin to the eye, at that time, but a 
dreary waste of turbid water, and to the ear no avund but the ery of 
some wild bird and the crash and erunch of the drifting timber. Not 
aliving creature or sia of habitation was in sizht—no ‘bus to con- 
vey him to any part of the city, and no loquacious rauoer presenting 
the superior advantages of the hotel in whuse interest he was em- 
ployed. On the contrary, the young traveler was permitted to enjoy 


the aweets of solitude, which he did sitting upon his bagyaye barely | 
out of the water, where it had been placed by the surly boatwen, | 


until near daylizht, when, to vary the monotony, he ventured up on 
top of the bank above him. Here something like a buildine was 
outlined in the obscurity of the morning fog, and the faint hut wel- 
come sound of human voices strack upon his ear from a point farther 
up the river. Advancing cautiously 1 the direction of the sound to 
a point about half’ a wile above whore he had been landed, ho found 
a steamboat bound up the Wabash ax far as Clinton, and he took 
passage for that point. Ilere, atter several days’ detention by high 
water, he took the stave for Lafayette, At Lafayette, the hotels were 
full of peoplo, all seemingly having the same business—land-hanting 
for homes. Finding the seats in the stage for Logunsport taken for 


several days in advance, and that to secure one he would have to. 


pay bis we and await his turn, he remembered that he micht 
walk. i due time he performed the pedestrian task, and reached 
Peru, his place of destination, weary and fhotsore. 

At Peru, he entered the service of Alexander Wilson, to clerk in 
astore that he and o brother were going to start at Lovansport. He 
remained at the latter place in charze of the store until the Spring of 
1838, when the business way cloved up, aod he returned to Peru, in 
accordance with the original agreement, At Peru, he clerked fur A. 
Wilson until the Full of 1884, when, as had heen previously agreed 
upon, he became tho partuer of Mr. Wilson, the firm bei Wil- 
son & Co. ‘Tho first pork ever packed in Peru tor sale in another 
market was packed by this firm in 1889. The enterprie proved a 
financial failure fir several reasons, the most potent of which was that, 
in consequence of low water in the Maumee, they could not vot the 
bacon they had shipped to 4 point on that river to New York, and 
had to ship it back avain to Vern. They tried the experiment acain, 
in 1840, building flatboats, und shipping by way of the Wabash to 
New Orleans; but this venture was equally nnsuecessful, in eonse- 
quence of hard timos, ylutted market, and low price 

The partnership of A. Wilon & Co. continaed until S41, when 
the subject of this sketch wax cleotel Sheriff of the County, to 
which otfice he way recieetod in TSS and which he filled until the 
expiration of his torm, in 1545.

Mr. Oliver Caulk, whose bi 
born in Cecil County, Maryland, November 1, 1792, His 4 
died when be but three weeks old. when he was adopted by his 
uncle, through whom he received a very liberabedueation, De sade 
rapid progress in his studies, and acquired extraordinary proticwnes 
io the art of penmanship, He beeame thoroughly avcumplished in 
all the branches essential to a good practical education. 

At the age of 1, he war sence to Vhiladelphia to aoyuire a 
commercial education, There hie remained eleven years, during 
which time ho became thoroughly conversant with all the various 
commercial forms. Becoming diseatistiod with commercial life, he 
retired to one of the tirmis bequeathed bin by his father, situated in 
the castern part of Maryland, where by resided several years, fullow- 
ing the pursuit of firming, 

Wheo 31 years of ue, he married Rachel G, Cox, io the 
year 1835. [le subsequently returned to Philadelphia, where he 
enguzed inthe wholesale silk trithe, This enterprise demanded his 
whole attention, and in consequence of the close confinement thus 
necessitated, his health began to tail, Believing that a char 
climate would he beneticial to his health, be dispose of bis property 
and in the yeor removed with his family to Miami County, In- 
diana. Hlere he purchased a large trict of land (then known as the 
Jussler farin), consisting of YEO avres, 

During the Winter of 1843 and 1544, he rewained with his 
family in Logansport, then searcely more than a villave, Tn the fol- 
lowing Spring, he removed with his family to the firm, ‘The fiumily 
consisted of himself, wife, one son and two daughters (the latter 
young ladies). The country then was new, and very sparedly settled, 
the nearest neighbor by two miles distant. Ilere bear, deer and 
wolves roamed the trackless forests, aliuost anmolested. Coming 
from the populous city, so abundantly suyy 
social advautayes, the c ro, aasocinted as it was, with the scenes of 
frontier life, hud a depressing influcace upon the household who had 
entered the wilderness to link their destinies with thy 
Indiana, With his courage as his stimulus, and succees bis motto, 
Mr. Caulk applied his cnorzies to the task of reducing: his woodland 
farm to a stute of productivoness, working early and late in his 
endeavor to improve the land, Success crowned bis efforts, and he 
lived to see his brishtest hopes realized. 

He lived a pure and noble life, and was noted for his strict 
probity of character. Ho was loved and respected by ull who came 
within the pale of bis yontle influence. He was a consistent mem- 
ber of the Suciety of Friends, during a long and useful life, and aller 
attaining the ripe old age of 77 years. he departed this life, lamented 
by a large circle of friends, on the Sth day of October, 1860 
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JOSEPH M. DARBY. 


His premises, as sketched io this Atlas, are in full view of the 
town of Xenia, south, on the Jerume road, his farm extendivg to the 
corporation.
